seized German ships or claimed title of 
any sort to them. 


It was authoritatively declared on be- 
half of the administration that the only 
action taken has been to put vessels and 
their crews under such guard and protec- 
tion is to prevent anything being done 
which would obstruct, navigation or in 
any other way violate the laws to wliich 
they would in any case be subject. Only 
the necessary precautions, it was said, 
are being taken against violations of tlie 
law of any sort. 


Baker Makes Statement. 


Secretary Baker gave out the follow- 
ing statement: 


"In the harbor of Manila and else- 
where in the Philippine islands and at 
Colon, Panama, the 
German 
merchant 
vessels were discovered to have luid cer- 
tain parts of their machinery removed 
and in some instances cvidencc.s of prcp- 
a rations for the sinking of these ves- 
sels had been made." 


The statement adds that the United 
States government does not deny the 
right of the commanders and crews to 
dismantle the vessels so long as it is 


done in a way whicH will not obstrud 
traffic.

DENIES JOINT OWNERSmP. 


To the Sentinel: 
I take exception 
to the statement, made in the follow- 
ing- paragraph of an article signed by 
R. B. Ilanna, in another Fort Wayne 
newspaper on 
Saturday, 
and which 
claimed that the original plat of P'ort 
Wayne was owned by two men named 
Barr and McCorkle: 


"At that time the entire map of 
Fort Wayne consisted .solely of 'The 
Original Plat of Fort Wayne.' 
This 
plat was laid out by two gentlemen 
named Barr and McCorkle. 
These 
men did not live in Fort Wayne, but 
evidently, 
they were 
broad 
minded 
real estate dealers and seeing a chance 
to sret the seat of justice located in a 
town in which they owned most all 
of the real estate, they gave to Allen 
county, on the first day of .July, 1852, 
ii deed for all of the land now bound- 
ed by Wayne street on the south; by 
Barr street on the east; by the first 
alley west of Calhoun street on the 
west, and by the first alley north of 
Berry street on the north—Lots 02 to 
133 inclusive, 
together 
uith 
all 
of 
lot 'A,' page 31, recoi-dei-'s office, Al- 
len county, Indiana." 


The date 
given 
in 
the 
article is 
1852. 
Statement that the two 
men 
did not live here at the time is true. 


John T. Barr, of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, owned the strip of land referi-ed I 
to in 1824. 
He gave an attorney, John ! 
McCoi-klc, of 
Piqua, 
Miami 
county, 
Ohio, the right to oversee administra- 
tion and sale of the land. 


This transaction 
is written 
on 
a 
sheet of paper, yellowed and seamed 
by age and which is in the hands of a 
Fort Wayne official. 
The deal, v/hich 
gave McCorkle authority to transact 
all business pertaining to the 
land, 
but which did not make him a part 
owner, was filed before the i-ecorder 
of Randolph county, in the day before 
a county seat was established in Fort, 
Wayne. 
: 


Ferdinand Gourdon, Justice of the 
peace in Randolph county, placed his 
seal, an ink frtnged oval, on the pa- 


per. 
That was on April 20, 1824. 
It 
pertains to lots 92 to 133, inclusive, as 
Mr. Hanna states, but is registered in 
lot "A." page 85, in ofCino of C. Con- 
way, 
then 
recorder 
in 
Randolph 
county. 


Barr 
had 
obtained 
possession 
of 
the plat direct 
from 
the 
govern- 
ment. 
It is described as being "the 
town of Fort Wayne, located near the 
junction of the 
St. 
Joseph and St. 
Mary's rivers. 
But for the rivers a 
person could not have found the town 
in that day. 


Later years have shown that Mc- 
Corkle, who handled the disposing of 
Barr's land, was a genuine real estate

The lower house of the Ohio state 
legislatiire has passed a bill provid- 
ing an increase in pay from $2 to $3 a 
day for petit jurors. 
The object of 
the bill is to obtain a better class of 
jurors. 
This can be done, it is argued, 
by exempting jurors from economic 
hardships. 
The reform is sadly need- 
ed in Ohio. 
It is none the less needed 
in Indiana. 
Petit jurors in Indiana, 
who are paid $2.50 a day, i-eceive less 
than a good man could get in some 
occupations 
as 
a 
common 
laborer. 
The manner in which juries are chos- 
en is familiar, and the frequency with 
which the faces of the same old court 
room hangers-on appear among them 
is notorious. 
The truth Is that few 
men of intelligence and force—quali- 
ties that certainly ought to go into 
the making o{ a jury—can be induced 
to serve on a jury. 
Men of any stand- 
ing, when summoned for jury service, 
usually find some means to, obtain re- 
lease. 
They say they cannot afford 
to spend two or three days in a court 
room, neglecting their own affairs, at 
a large pecuniary loss, for $2.50 a 
day.

Pi^ess.)—Agricul- 
tural 
statistics for 1916 relating 
to 
England and Wales have just been is- 
sued by the board of agriculture. They 
show why, a p a r t from the growing dif- 
ficulty of obtaining supplies from over- 
seas, special attention is devoted to in- 
creasing thé home production of cer- 
tain food staples, more 
particularly 
wheat, potatoes and pigs. 


The 
area 
under 
wheat 
in 
1916 
amounted to 
1,912,208 
acres, 
being 
257,962 acres, or about 12 per cent, less 
than in the previous yeai*. 
The area 
under potatoes last year was 427,946 
acres, 35,451 acres below that of 1915. 
The total number of pigs raised was 
2,167.941, 
a 
decline 
of 
252,086, 
or 
nearly 
lOVi per 
cent, as 
compared 
with the preceding year. 


On the other hand the total num- 
ber of cattle returned last year was 
6,215,781, the largest number recorded 
since returns were collected and show- 
ing an increase of 151,627 over the to- 
tal of 1915. 
English people are the 
greatest consumers of mutton in the 
world and it is satisfactory to 
note 
that the total n u m b e r last year was 


17,951,123, an increase of 428,546, as 
compared with the 
preceding 
year. 
The total nnumber of horses on agri- 
cultural holdings was 1,359,566, an in- 
crease of 5 ^ per cent. 


The total area of land in England 
and Wales is 37,137,564 acres. 
Of this 
11,051,101 were returned arable land, 
16,022,983 acres as permanent grass, 
and 8,816,083 acres as mountain and 
heath land used for grazing last year. 
These 
figures 
indicate an increase of 
85,394 acx-es of arable land and a de- 
crease of 64,410 in permanent grass, 
while rough grazlngs increased by 51,- 
377 acres. 
The total a r e a rerturned 
as bare fallow in 1916 was 
421,886 
acres, or 112,247 acres In excess of 
1915. 


It is to the large area of land now 
devoted to permanent grass that Eng- 
land must look for the means of any 


considerable increa«e in ii«r food prod« 
ucts. 
Meanwhile ev«rybody is u r s e d 
to raise potatoes, pigs or poixltry in h i s 
back yard.

In the landscape these divisions are 
of distinct values, ranging f r o m the 
earth, with the darkest value, to the 
foreground, medium, and finally to the 
sky, the lightest. 
The'corresponding 
parts of a room should be of the same 
relative values. 


T H E B'LOOR—The use of the floor 
requires that it be dark enough 
to 
withstand the natural dust that may 
be" carried in upon it. 


In the floor covering, color as well 
as design should be such as to empha- 
size the flatness of the surface covered. 
It jars the sense of the fitness of things 
to walk upon pictures of sleeping dogs 
or cats or luscious red roses, while soft 
dull tones and inconspicuous geomet- 
ric patterns serve not only as a becom- 
ing background for the other furnish- 


ings of the room, but also fulfill the 
duty f o r which they a r e made. 


T H E WALLS—^The walls are 
not 
walls alone, but also t h e background 
for pictures and furniture and should 
be subdued In tone, but lighter t h a n 
the floor. 
Plain wall 
surfaces 
are 
always the best. 


When figures are used they should 
be of a conventional nature, small in 
design, soft in color and. like the floor 
coverings, emphasize the 
flatness 
of 
the wall. 
On 
b r i g h t 
large 
figured 
walls pictures suffer decidedly f r o m 
the contrast. 
Such walls should 
be 
kept free f r o m pictures as they are 
sufficient decoration In themselves. 


PROPORTIONS—Extremely 
high 
ceilings will appear lower If the pic- 
ture moulding is dropped as Ic - as 
possible. 
W h e n wall spaces a 
ex- 
tremely low or very long they saould 
never be broken by picture moulding 
or plate rail.

In a special election Tuesday, mark- 
ed by an extreme lack of Interest, re- 
sulting in a very light vote, Clarence 
J. Munton, republican, general mana- 
ger of the Fort Wayne & Northwestern 
Interurban company, was elected joint 
senator from Steuben, Noble and La- 
gi'ange counties to succeed the late Dr.

Comparison o fthe socialized man with 
the unsocialized and proper developments 
and environments for children that they 
may become useful and good citizens 
were ably brought out Sunday evening 
at the Wayne street M. E. church by 
Prof. F. M. Price in the first of a series 
of Sunday evening addresses on "Wel- 
fare." 


Prof. Price explained that the purpose 
of social service is to improve society in 
gciieral and thaat the socialized man is 
one who respects the rights of others as 
he does his own, unmindful of the wel- 
fare of otliers is able to adjust himself 
to the position and surroundings he finds 
himself in. 


He dwelt at length upon the unsocial- 
ized man. In the family he is domineer- 
ing and little more than a mere brute; 
in business he. is the sharp trickster who 
considers his tricks as business acumen 
rather than the evidence 
of 
a 
plain 
scoundrel; in politics he is the dema- 
gogue, throwing nations into war that 
he may sell munitions, and arousing 
class against class; in church he must 
rule or ruin. 


Prof. Price pointed to the agencies 
that contribute to the socialized man. 
He told of the influence in the home, 
the necessity of respecting the rights 
of others. 
The school and especially 
the playgrounds are big factors. 
He 
urged the need of playgi-ounds where 
children can mingle. The gang among 
boys develops loyalty, 
he declared. 
The boy who will stand up for his 
gang usually 
makes a ' pretty • good 
citizen, ho said. 
He declared that a 
child should never be asked to break 
his loyalty to the gang. 
A school 
teacher should never ask it. 
Rather 
he should handle the lad in such a 
way that he will transfer that loyalty 
from the gang to the school to which 
he belongs.

American agents on the commission 
may remain in the occupied zones, un- 
less war Is declared, and in that event 
they would receive safe conduct. 


It also was stated that in event of 
,war between the United States and 
Germany, the organization would con- 
tinue its existence, but would discon- 
tinue the work of distributing sup- 
plies, limiting Itself to unloading the 
cargoes in [Rotterdam, at which point 
they would be turned over to some 
neutral government to be distributed. 


Improved Relief Situation. 


This information is regarded here 
as considerably improving 
the 
Bel- 
gium relief situation. 


The only hindrance to the 
usual 
course of forwarding food to Belgium 
lies in the inability thus far to reach 
an agreement as to the routing of it 
through the submarine zone. 
Ger- 
many insists that it shall be sent by 
the route north of Scotland, while the 
British government stipulates that the 
relief ships must continue to use the 
English channel route by way of Fal- 
mouth; but the commission hopes that 
some compromise may be reached by 
which the regular sailings can be re- 
sumed. 


Eight Ships on High Seas. 


Eight ships of the commission of 
an aggregate tonnage of 48,000 and 
carrying cargoes of whéàt, bacon and 
maize, are now on the high seas out 
of a total of 167,000 tons of shipping 
flying the commission's flag. Most of 
those on the seas are from American 
ports and therefore carry the custo- 
mary safe conduct from the German 
consul at the port of departure. 


the commission today authorized 
the statement that any plans pub- 
lished for turning over the relief Avork 
to some other neutral may be set 
down as premature. 
The question as 
to what neutral shall take over the 
control of the work if a break comes 
is beipg considered with Rolland the 
favorite for the task, but no decision 
can be made, without a conference of 
all the belligerents concerned. 


For some time the foreign office 
here has intimated that the relief 
work would cease 
if the American 
commission resigned its task, but the 
work is now so well organized that it 
is not believed the British government 
would object to the transfer of the 
function to one of the smaller neu- 
trals. 


The commission is still without de- 
tails regarding the sinking of the re- 
lief steamer Lars Krus& 
It is also 
in doubt as to the fate of the steam- 
er Euphrates, which has been reported 
sunk, as It is not yet overdue in New 
York.

Rio Janeiro, Feb. 7.—The Brazilian 
reply to the German declaration of 
unrestricted submarine 
warfare

been ^spatched to th® Brazilian min- 
ister ät. Berlin; according to an ofQcIal 
annourncement. 


According to authoritative informa- 
tion the Brazil note protests against 
the violaiion of international laws in- 
volved in the submarine blockade and 
points out that such a blockade could, 
if effective, close the entire high seas, 
a situation which couldn't be permit- 
ted. The note protests, by anticipation 
against any hostile act from which a 
Brazilian merchant ship should suffer 
by virtue af the blockade and holds 
Germany responsible for such acts.

Bach South American republic will 
make an independent reply to Ger- 
many, but the pour parlers between 
the Latin-American states will con- 
tinue. 


The Brazilian minister at Berlin has 
been Instructed to make delivery of the 
note to the German foreign office and 
the German minister here already has 
been informed of Brazil's position.

Married Fifty-Klght Years.

He related the hardest winter they 
ever experienced was that of 1842, 
when squirrels, coons, wild turkey and 
many other animals died from starva- 
tion.

In politics he is a democrat. 
His 
first vote for president was cast for 
James Buchanan. He has since voted 
for every democratic candidate for 
president. Mr. Reichelderfer has been 
a reader of the Sentinel from his 
youth up. "Father took the Sentinel," 
he said, "and when his death occurred, 
which was 14 years ago, I continued. 
The daily Sentinel now comes to our 
home every day,"

He rose to Avield a power that made 
ministries totter and which threw 
a 
.shadow across the very throne of the 
czar. 


Gregory Rasputin was born in the 
little Siberian village of Pokrovsky, in 
Tobolsk. 
His father was wealthy, but 
a peasant—what in Russia is called a 
"moujik." 
As a boy he was quarrel- 
some, he would not work and did not 
get an education. 


?vIo.st of (iregory's time was spent in 
the vodka shop, where he talked much 
:inr} loudly and picked as man.v fjuar- 
rels as he could. 
However, the wits 
of the vodka shop in his native town 
soon became too dull to make it inn us- 
ing for Rasputin to entangle them. 


He .started on a pilgrimage. 
In evei'y 
village he drank vodka, more than was 
good for him. 
At la.st he reached Mos- 
cow. where he found those who could 
make him, with his lack of learning, 
seem ridiculous. 
He began to learn to 
read and write. 


PLeligion was his 
passion—religion 
and Avomen. 


He delved into the lore of the Rus- 
.«ian church, 
.lourneyed 
to Kieff. to 
Mount Athos, to .lerusalem. then went 
to sea. 
Once back in Russia he be- 
came a moujik priest, an unordained 
monk. 


Someone 
introduced 
him 
in 
the 
salons of a Countess Ignatieff in Petro- 
grad, at whose receptions men of let- 
ters, science and the church 
assem- 
bled. 
At oncc he began his intrigues 
with women, and, although 
he still 
wore miserable clothing and his man- 
ners were at best uncouth, some of the 
beautiful women of Petrograd showed 
him marked favor, and more than one 
husband threatened him. 
But every- 
thing Rasputin did was under cover of 
religion.

Then came his first real opportunity 
for political power. 
The emperor was 
still without an heir. 
He was dissatis- 
fied. , There was talk of a divorce, and 
the emperor and empress were seldom 
seen together. 


F o r t h e first t i m e in m a n y weeks 
they rode in the s a m e carriage during 
a public ceremony. 
Suddenly 
above 
the thousands of cheers a voice boomed 
out: 


"Thou Shalt bear a son!" 
I t was Rasputin's voice. 
The Czarina half róse and then sank 
back in her carriage. 
B u t later she re- 
ceived the monk a t the court in Petro- 
grad. 
In less than a year a f t e r this 
prophecy an heir was born to the czar. 
Rasputin's n a m e was on everyone's lips 
and he became more and more a.favor- 
ite. 


F r o m then on his power grew and 
so his Intrigues. 
Time and again his 
life w a s threatened and a t one time 
Madame Guseva, whose two daughters 
had paid the price of a certain favor, 
tried to kill him. 


Rasputin was the leader of w h a t is 
called the pro-German party in Rus- 
sia. 
He tried his best to prevent the 
present w a r with Germany and stead- 
ily worked for a separate peace. 


On December 30th, of last year, ac- 
cording to advices f r o m Russia, two 
young men, 
aristocrats, 
drove to 
a 
house in Petrograd, where a man, as- 
sumed to have been Rasputin, entered 
their automobile. 
The car was driven 
to Yussopoff palace. 


Cries were heard and when the po- 
lice came, attendants explained t h a t a 
dog had been shot. 
However, the story 
goes that an auto drove f r o m the palace 
to an island. 
Investigation led to dis- 
coverj' of a hole in the ice and divers 
recovered the body of Rasputin. 


The supposition is that he was taken 
to the palace, invited to the garden and 
handed a revolver loaded with blank 
cartridges. 


Finding himself at bay, he turned 
the weapon on his enemies and was 
"shot in helf defense." 


It seems most likely that he met his 
fate because of his activities in the 
interests of a separate peace for Rus- 
sia and a reconciliation with Germany. 


Coming just at the time when the 
entente nations were called upon to an- 
swer peace 
overtures of the 
central 
powers, it is a dramatic and striking 
answer, which drives home the force 
of the Russian refusal to end the war 
at this time.

7.—The 
poultry raiser on f a r m or in city, who 
wishes to produce fall and winter 
eggs 
with a by-product of spring "friers" 
should begin now to plan for the early 
setting- of eggs, say poultry specialists 
in 
the 
United 
State 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
In the States of the ex- 
treme south, settings should be made 
f r o m the first to the middle of Feb- 
ruary; in the central group of states, 
f r o m the early part to the last of Feb- 
ruary; and in the 
northern 
tier 
of 
states, f r o m the latter 
part 
of 
Feb- 
ruary to the early part of April. 
With 
settings timed on this 
schedule 
the 
chicks will hatch In ample time to al- 
low 
their 
maturity 
before 
cold 
weather. 
The 
pullets 
f r o m 
these 
broods should lay during the late fall 
or 
early 
winter 
when 
eggs 
are 
scarcest. 


The setting schedule outlined 
also 
will permit the development of early 
spring "friers." 
The 
young 
chicks 
will be developed to the point where 
they may be turned out on the ground 
by the time vegetation is out, and so 
may a u g m e n t their 
feed with 
green 
stuff. 
The smaller breeds of chickens 
can be hatched later than those which 
are larger and slower to develop. 


Incubation. 


One 
diffculty 
in 
setting 
eggs 
in 
spring at selected dates if the natural 
system of incubation is followed is in 
finding 
broody 
hens at the 
proper 
times. 
If natural 
Incubation 
is 
de- 
pended 
upon exclusively It 
probably 
will be best for the poultry raiser to 
disregard 
dates 
and 
m a k e 
settings 
whenever broody hens are available. 
A good nest for setting is m a d e 
of 
wood, 15 inches square and about 15 
inches high, with a top. 
The front is 
open except for a board 6 inches high. 
Three or four inches of d a m p earth 
should be placed in such a nest, and 
on this straw, hay or chaff should be 
firmly 
pax;ked. 
The hens should 
be 
dusted thoroughly with insect powder. 
It is a good plan, also, to sprinkle a 
little of the powder in the nests. 


Using a n Incnbator. 


The suggested schedule can be fol- 
lowed exactly if an incubator is used. 
The machine should be operated in a 
warm room, preferably a cellar, as a 
protection against outside temperature 
changes. 
It 
should 
be 
disinfected 
thoroughly before being used, with a 
solution of a reliable coal-tar 
disin- 
fectant. 
Instead of using such a solu- 
tion a small receptacle containing one- 
half ounce of permanganate of potash 
on which one-half ounce of. formalin 
has been poured may be shut up In the 
incubator. 
The 
resulting 
gas 
will 
thoroughly 
disinfect 
the 
machine. 
After disinfection the incubator should 
be r u n empty for several days to get 
it into good operating condition. After 
the eggs are iii place the temperature 
should be held at f r o m 101% to 102 
degrees F a h r e n h e i t 
the 
first 
week, 
102 to 103 degrees the second week, 
and at 103 degrees the third week. 


The eggs usually are turned for the 
first time at the end of the second day 
and twice dally thrpugh the eighteenth 
or 
nineteenth 
day. 
The 
eggs 
are 
cooled outside the hatching chamber 
once daily a f t e r the seventh and 
u p 
to 
the 
nineteenth 
day. 
Moisture 
should be furnished in artificial incu- 
bation in t h e , s o u t h in high altitudes, 
and when the incubator room is dry. 
This may be done by sprinkling 
the 
eggs with w a r m w a t e r or by placing a 
wet spcmge or pan of water under the 
egg tray.

Reached in This City 
Wednesday Morning. 


Corn rose another cent on the local 
wholesale markets "Wednesday and 
has 
now reached the high mark of $1.05. 
It 
•vvas also noticeable that the low price 
paid for the grain was 98 cents, 2 cents 
lower than the bottom price of Tues-: 
day. 
The price of corn seems to have 
gone up in. these parts as the result of a 
successful bit of "bulling" the mai-ket by 
those who have had any to sell. 
When 
the price drops off the least bit very little 
corn appears, but the light receipts cause 
another rise and immediately the corn 
reappears. 
Tuesday the price hit a high

Lonflon, .Jan. 
28.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Not only i.s 
the nation's man-power being reduced 
on foreign battlefields, but the 
war- 
strain to the people at home is killing 
m a n y men and women, say.s one of the 
government's 
investigating 
bodies 
in 
its latest report on the birtli rate. 


In the year in which the war began, 
the report shows, there were 362,354 
more births than deaths in 
England 


and Wales. 
In 
1015 the excess of 
births over deaths was only 252,201. 
There were 64,569 fewer births and 
45,584 more deaths In 1915 than 
in 
1914. 


"The reduction in the number 
of 
bii-ths," say.s the report, 
"emphasizes 
the importance of saving child life and 
of improving the health of all sur- 
vi\^ors. 
There is no insuperable diffi- 
ccilty in reducing the total deaths in 
childhood 
to one-half 
their 
present 
nnniber. 
In 
1915, 
98,477 
infants 
diiid in then- first year after birth, and 
5i>..607 died at ages one to 
five."

Senator 
Lodge, republican, probably the presi- 
dent's most frequent bitter critic in In- 
ternational affairs,, pledged- hia whole 
support to the president's action un- 
reservedly, and catted upon his col- 
leagues to follow him. 
The Stone Resolution. 


Senator Stone's resolution to have 
the senate endorse the break with Ger- 
many was taken up for action today 
Immediately after Senator Works, re- 
publican. In a prepared speech had as- 
sailed the president's course. 
Senator Stone began by reading a 


cable dispatch from London the day 
the president severed relations, which 
declared it meant America in thet war 
on the side of the entente allies. 


Stone Urges Calmness. 


"A great number of articles' of this 


import," said Senator Stone, "have been 
appearing from day to day in the press 
Whatever may be the result of the re- 
grettable international entariglcmcnts in 
which we are now involved, I do not 
know. But I want to express my con- 
viction and hope that we will not lose 
our equilibrium and be swept off our 
feet, at least at the instance of a for- 
eign power or under the influence of a 
propaganda put forth for the purpose 
of forcing us to war on the side of one 
of the belligerents. It is a matter that 
must not rest on foreign dictation. No 
matter what comes, we should take our 
own course in our own way. 


"I hope the officials and people of 


the United States will avoid any parti- 
sanship speech calculated to excite pas- 
sion. 


"I presented this resolution because I 


think we ought to let the world know 
that we support the president whenever 
he acts within hia constitutional powers 
and speaks for the'Country.

it improbable that the president will 
have any success in securing follow- 
ers. In this respect the papers empha- 
size announcements showing the in- 
clination of the government to ameli- 
orate the lot of neutrals as far as pos- 
sible, as, for example, the alteration 
of the blockaded areas that Holland 
might have an outlet and the furnish- 
ing of coal to Denmark. 


Papers like the Vossische Zeituns 


and the Lokal Anzieger, which hereto- 
fore have handled the American situa- 
tion most temperately, show a ten- 
dency to adopt the tone once taken 
by the pan-German press. 
At the 


same, time the Tages Zeitung and jour- 
nals of a similar nature are milder 
than ever before in expression of their 
views. They have aoandoned baiting 
America and are devoting themselves 
to assuring their leaders that the Ger- 
man decision is final and a step to- 
ward an ultimate and speedy victory. 


Berlin, Feb. 6.—-Via London, Feb. 


7.)—The afternoon papers devote col- 
umns to news from America which, 
with the exception of the weather, ex- 
cludes almost everything else from 
their pages. Editorially the papers lay 
particular stress ou President Wilson's 
move to induce Switzerland and other 
neutrals to follow his lead. 


The comments are tempered in gen- 


eral although President Wilson per- 
sonally is more sharply attacked than 
before and his peace efforts are ridi- 
culed as utterly inconsistent with what 
Is termed his attempts to foment more 
trouble in Europe. 


By a curious incident almost every 


paper takes occasion to reiterate the 
allegation 
that President 
Wilson's 


every act has been induced by his in- 
sistence that Americans shall be al- 
lowed to travel unendangered on en- 
tente ships. Several papers repeatedly 
refer to this as the chief causa of the 
trouble between the two countries and 
here and there an almost plaintive note 
makes it appearance as tho editors ask 
' why President Wilson could not ac- 
cept the German offer to allow one 
American ship weekly to England. 


Frankly Enthusiastic. 


The papers are frankly enthusiastic 


over the prospect tnat Switzerland 
and other neutrals will not follow in 
line behind President Wilson and it

Austrians and Rumanians, which 


make up the majority of employes at 
the rolling mills, worked together as 
brothers before the outbreak of the 
European war. 


Feelings for their home countries 


estranged the two nationalities of 
workmen when little Rumania joined 
the allies. 


Austrians drew apart at the noon 


hour to read together their letters from 
relatives across the seas and to dis- 
cuss messages from the trenches. Deep 
mutterings came from small groups of 
the dimlnitive Rumanians as they 
passed about the newspaper cllpplns, 
which told of alleged outrages perpe- 
trated upon their brothers by Austrian 
forces. There were several near riots 
at tho mills. 


Phillip Souch. 40, Rumanian, was 


struck over the head with a board as 
he strode through a dark passageway, 
at the mills, one night last week, he 
claims. 


"For Austria," hissed a voice from 


the darkness as Couch fell, the victim 
tells. 


Souch staggered to his feet 
and 


made his way to one of the houses in 
the neighborhood, inhabited by Ru- 
manians. 
Blood streamed down his 


face, he says. His eye was swollen. 
Women's hands, with all the tender- 
ness used in binding up the wounds of 
fallen soldiers, cared for 
Souch's 


hurts. 


The men folks came home. There 


was a consultation. About the smok- 
ing oil lamp was formed a plot, it is 
said, to be avenged upon the race 
which they claim had strangled the 
brothers at home and was carrying its 
alleged atrocities to the land of liberty. 


Souch rattled several sentences in 


police court, Wednesday morning, 
which the interpreter told Judge Kerr 
was an admission that Souch had said 
he would be avenged on the first Aus- 
trian he met. 


Charles Nagel, night watchman at 


the rolling mills, is an Austrian. He 
started to pass Souch when he was 
making his rounds in the mills Monday 
night, it Is stated. 


Souch felled Nagel, it was testified 


in court. John Lop and Mike I>op, 
two other Rumanians, aided in beat- 
ing up the watchman, testimony 
showed. 


"For Rumania," muttered Souch in 


Nagel's ear, it is said. 


Souch was fined $10 and costs on 


the charge which alleged assault and 
battery on Nagel. John Lop was fined 
$10 and 
Mike Lop, $5, on similar 


charges. 


New York, Feb. 7.—American ship

The executive bo.ard oj that great 
body has called upon its membership throughout the United States 
to steadfastly support and uphold President "Wilson in all his moves, 
for peace or for war as.the necessities of the nation may demand, 
The statement urges (hat "tbe tender sympathies of the heart ba 
silenced should the stern call of duty be heard,7' and it proclaims the 
ringing sentiment that "our home and our country i§ America." 


Native-born Americans are wholly unable to measure the depths 


of the struggle between ancestral sympathy and stern duty that arises 
in, the hearts ut' the foreign-born citizens when international crises 
develop involving the lands of their birth- This is wholly natural, 
and there has been in many cases too little consideration shown for 
the soul-racking conflict through which they were passing. Yet there 
has never been warrant to suspect anything else than that these men 
arid these women who have cast their lot, on American soil are first and 
always genuine Americans. When the test came they have always 
been found measuring up to (In: lincst scptinieut and the finest tradi- 
tions of real Americanism. It has been shown decisively again and 
again. The snlcu(|iv(, sturdy, unmistaUable utterance of the North 
American Gymnastic union is but a new manifestation of an unflinch- 
ing and a militant loyalty on which America has always depended 
in the past, and on which she may still rely implicitly.

are all but wholly unnecessary. 


The senate devoted four perfectly good hours to a solemn debate 


over the question of approving President Wilson's promotion of Dr. 
Gary T. Grayson, his physician, to. the rank of rear admiral in the 
navy—and that, too at a time when serious international problems 
are impending. As an appreciation of the value of time and the rela- 
tive importance of things, the performance was illuminating—but 
while the senate was wrestling with the Graysou matter, it at least 
tvasn't'spilling the beans and was keeping itself occupied.

The lower house of the Ohio state 


legislature has passed a hill provid- 
ing an increase in pay from $2 to $3 a 
day for petit jurors. 
The object of 


Ihc bill is to" obtain a better class ot 
jurors. This can be done, it is argued, 
by exempting jurors from economic 
hardships. The reform is sadly need- 
ed in Ohio. It is none the less needed 
in Indiana. Petit jurors in Indiana, 
who are paid $2.50 a day, receive less 
than a good man could get in some 
occupations as a common laborer. 
Tho manner in which juries are chos- 
en is familiar, and the frequency with 
which the faces of the same old court 
rpoin hangers-pn appear among them 
is notorious. The truth is that few 
men of intelligence and force—quali- 
ties that certainly ought to go''into 
the making of a. jury—can be induced 
to serve on a"jury. Men of any stand- 
iiig, xvh'en summoned for jury service, 
Gsually find some means to obtain re- 
lease. 
They say they canno.t afford 


to spend two pr three days in a court 
room, neglecting their own affairs, at 
a large pecuniary loss, for $2.50 a 
day. 
The matter ought not to be put 


entirely on a financial basis. Nobody 


doubts there is sufficient patriotism 
and public spirit in tho community. 
The thing needed is to make thy sac- 
rifice of the public-spirited citizen as 
reasonable as possible.

They 
show why, apart from the growing dif- 
ficulty of obtaining supplies from over- 
seas, special attention Is devoted to in- 
creasing the home production of cer- 
tain food staples, more particularly 
wheat, potatoes and pigs.

than in the previous year. The area 
under potatoes last year was 427,946 
acres, 35,401 acres below that of 1915. 
The total number of pigs raised was 
2,1<|7.9.41, a decline of 252,086, or 
"early 1014 per cent, as compared

In terms of art, value means the de- 


gree of dark or light of a tone. 


The natural divisions of a room may 


be likened to those in a landscape;

earth, with the darkest value, to the 
foreground, medium, and finally to the 
sky. the lightest.

THE FLOOR— The use of the floor 


requires that it be dark enough to 
witlretand the natural dust that may 
be carried in upon it. 


In the floor covering, color as well 


as design should be such as to empha- 
size the flatness of the surface covered. 
It jars the sense of the fitness of things 
to walk upon pictures of sleeping dogs 
or cats or luscious red roses, while soft

In a special election Tuesday, mark- 


ed by an extreme lack of Interest, re-

Interurban company, was elected Joint 
senator from Steubon, Noble and La- 
grange counties to succeed th,e late Dr.

He Also Has Something to 


Say of the Unsocialized in 


"Welfare" Address. 


Comparison o ft he socialized ninn with 


tlic tinKociali/.eil and proper developments 
and environments for children that they 
may become useful and gofid citizens 
were ably brought out Sunday evening 
nt the Wayne street M. E. church by 
Prof. F. M. Price ill the first of a series 
of Sunday evening addresses on "Wel- 
fare." 


Prof. Price explained that the purpose 


of social service is to improve society in 
general and thaat the socialized man is 
one who respects the rights of others as 
he does his own, unmindful of the wel- 
fare of others is able to adjust himself 
to the position and surroundings he finds 
himself in. 


He dwelt nt length upon the unsocial- 


ized man. In the family he is domineer- 
ing ami little more than a mere brute; 
in business ho is the sharp trickster who 
considers his tricks us business acumen 
rather than the evidence of a 
plain 


scoundrel; in politics he is the dema- 
gogue, throwing nations into war that 
he may sell munitions, and arousing 
class against class; in church he must 
rule or ruin. 


Prof. Price pointed to the agencies 


that contribute to the socialized man. 
He told of: the influence in the home, 
the necessity of respecting the rights 
of others. The school and especially 
the playgrounds arc big factors. 
He 


urged the need of playgrounds where 
children can mingle. The gang among 
boys develops loyalty, 
he declared. 


The boy who will stand up for his 
gang usually 
makes a 
pretty good 


citizen, ho said. 
He declared that a 


child should never be asked to break 
his loyalty to the gang. 
A school 


teacher should never ask it. 
Rather 


ho should handle the lad In such a 
way that he will transfer that loyalty 
from the gang to the school to which 
he belongs.

Lutheran church in September of 18R1.

pastor. 
A" interesting incident in connec- 


tion with his religious life was the fact 
that the same pastor who confirmed 
him confirmed his 
wife about five 


years before their marriage. 


Married Fifty-Eight Years. 


Speaking of his married life he said: 


"Wife and I lived together a little over 
B8 years op the present farm." She 
passed away Feb. 28. 19:15. They were 
married the 30th day of September, 
1856, In Fort Wapne, the wertrtlns oc- 
curlng In the home of.Kmnnuel Rudl- 
slll, out along Spy Run avenue, near 
the site of the old Uudislll mill, tho 
maiden namo of Mrs, KeicheUlcrfer 
being Sarah Harter 


His home is a- niost interesting place 


to visit, both because of the many 
things narrated about pioneer life and 
the numerous old-time relics he has 
collected. 


Speaking of hard times he related 


how many times they sat down to the 
family table together with nothing for 
thelr meal but skimmed milk and 
bread crumbs, each one eating with 
spoon from the same pan. 


He related the hardest winter they 


ever experienced was that of 1842, 
when squirrels, coons, wild turkey and 
many other animals died from starva- 
tion. 


Sentinel Reader All Als Tjlfo. 


In politics he is a democrat. His 


first vote for president was cast for 
James Buchanan. He has since voted 
for every democratic candidate for 
president. Mr. Reichelderfer has been 
a reader of the Sentinel from his 
youth up. "Father took the Sentinel." 
he said, *'and when his death occurred, 
which was 14 years ago, I continued- 
The daily Sentinel now comes to our 
home every day." 


Mr. Reichelderfer and his daughter, 


Sarah C., aro now living together at 
the old home. She has shown great 
devotion and faithfulness to her par- 
ents, always saying, if she was spared 
longer than they, she would care for 
them while they lived. 


After scripture reading ami prayer, 


as well as a short historical address by 
Rev. W. S. Oberholtzer, the company 
went to their various homes and the 
eighty-second birthday of this never- 
able citizen became a pleasant memory.

boorish monk in their religious fervor 
—only sometimes the religious side 
was outgrown. 


Then came his first real opportunity 


for political power. The emperor was 
still without an heir. He was dissatis- 
fied. There was talk of a divorce, and 
the emperor and empress were seldom 
seen together. 


For the first time In many weeks 


they rodo in the same carriage during 
n public ceremony. 
Suddenly above 


the thousands of cheers a voice boomed 
out: 


"Thou shalt bear a son!" 
It was Rasputin's voice. 
The Czarina half rose and then sank 


back In her carriage. But later she re- 
ceived the monk at the court in Petro- 
grad. In less than a year after this 
prophecy an heir was born to the czar. 
Rasputin's name was on everyone's lips 
and he became more and more a favor- 


ite. 


From then on his power grew and 


so his Intrigues. Time and again his 
life was threatened and at one time 
.Madame Guseva. whose two daughters 
had paid the price of a certain favor, 
tried to kill him. 


Rasputin was the leader of what is 


called tlie pro-German party in Rus- 
sia. He tried his best to prevent the 
present war with Germany and stead- 
ily worked for a separate peace. 


On December 30th, of last year, ac- 


cording to advices from Russia, two 
young men. aristocrats, drove to a 
house in Petrograd, where a man, as- 
sumed to have been Rasputin, entered 
their automobile. The car was driven 
to Yussopoff palace. 


Cries were heard and when the po- 


lice came, attendants explained that a 
dog had been shot. However, the story 
goes that an auto drove from the palace 
to an island. Investigation led to dis- 
covery of a hole in the ice and divers 
recovered the body of Rasputin. 


The supposition is that he was taken 


to the palace, invited to the garden and 
handed a revolver loaded with blank 
cartridges. 


Finding himself at bay, he turned 


the weapon on his enemies and was 
"shot in helf defense." 


It seems most likely that he met his 


fntc because of his activities in the 
interests of a separate peace for Rus- 
sia and a reconciliation with Germany. 


I'oming just at the time when the 


entente nations were called upon to an- 
swer peace overtures of the central 
Dowers, it is a dramatic and striking 
answer, which drives homo the force 
of the Russian refusal to end the war 
at this time.

Washington,' "D. C.. Fch. 7.—The 


poultry raiser on farm or In city, who 
wishes to produce fall and winter eggs 
with a by-product of sprinc "friers" 
should boffin now to plan for tho early 
wtliiiK of eggs, say poultry specialists 
In tho United State department of 
agriculture. Jn the States of the ex- 
treme south, settings should be ma.dc 
from the tlrst to the middle of Keb- 
rnary: in the central group of states, 
from the early part to the last of Feb- 
ruary; and in the norlhern Her of 
states, from tho latter part of Feb- 
ruary to tho oarly part of April. With 
settings tirnnd on th,is schedule the 
chicles will hatch in ample time to al- 
low 
their 
maturity 
before 
cold 


wrathcr. 
The 
pullets 
from 
these 


broods should lay during the lain fall 
or 
oarly 
winter 
when 
eggs 
are 


scarcest. 


The setting schedule outlined also 


will permit the development of early 
spring "friers."

After disinfection the incubator should 
be run empty for several days to get 
it. into good operating condition.
